THE bewildered looking Irishman in 
the dark overcoat must have been 
thinking that he'd made the biggest 
mistake of his life. 

The wind howled and the rain 
hammered onto his face as he pecred 
into the mist trying to catch sight of 
a bus with the distinctive name- 
board: “Wycombe Wanderers F.C.” 

This was Aust Services, the last 
stop in England, and it certainly 
didn’t seem like the sort of place 
where a plillering new career was 
about to begin. 

After all, wasn't this the very 
Irishman who had led his country 
itto the quarter finals of the World 
Cup and lifted the European Cup 
and the League Championship tro- 
phy with Nottingham Forest? 

Life had been reasonably kind to 
Martin O'Neill since a knee injury 
ended his playing career. He had 
used his intelligence and charm to 
land himself a good job with a lead- 
ing finance company and he enjoyed 
his part-time involvement in football 
as manager of Grantham Town. 

Wife Géraldine and young daugh- 
ters Aisling and Alana were happily 
settled in their beautiful detached 
home on the outskirts of Notting- 
ham, Martin had also carved oui a 
successful role as a television and 
radio summiariser and it was this job 
which led to the chance meeting 
which would change his life. 

The BBC had asked Martin to 
report on the Third Round F.A.Cup 
tie between Norwich City and 


Liverpool, As a lifelong Liverpool 
fan, | was also at the game and I 
bumped into Martin afterwards in 
the gents toilets, of all places! 

I had known Martin for many 
years and had always been 
impressed by his great enthusiasm 
for the game, sense of humour and 
ability to communicate with people. 
[ felt that he was the ideal type to 
become a successful manager, but 
the various Football League clubs 
he'd contacted obviously didn't 
share my view, 

Martin hadn't realised that the 
Wycombe job was vacant following 
the resignation of Jim Kelman, but 
on the very day we'd moet, the 
Wycombe directors had been inter- 
viewing candidates for the job. It 
seemed that Martin's chance had 
gone, but he asked me to keep him 
informed if no appointment was 
made, 

The rest, of course, is history and 
so it was that Martin O'Neill found 
himself in that bleak, windswept 
service station beside the River Sev- 
em oon a cold October afternoon in 
1990. He'd impressed the club's 
directors sufficiently to be offered 
the job and his first game in charge 
was away to Merthyr Tydfil in the 
G.M. Vauxhall Conference. 

The new manager had arranged to 
meet the team coach at the final out- 
post before the roadsigns announce 
you're in Wales. As the Wycombe 
bus finally loomed into view, he 
must have been wondering if he'd

made the right decision. Had he 
really give up such a cosy lifestyle 
to take over the reigns of a club 
about whom he knew so little? 

But Martin's engaging personality 
spon won over the occupants of the 
coach and a couple of hours later, he 
was leaping to his feet on the 
Merthyr touchline as Mark West 
scored the first of the many goals 
Wycombe have netted in the 
manager's successful reign. Just for 
record, the game ended in a 1-1 
draw. 

Both Martin and Wycombe Wan- 
derers have come such a lone way in 
the four years which have elapsed 
since that day in South Wales.

Despite the faith that I had in him, | 
have been amazed at the success 
which he's brought to the club, Even 
Martin himself could never have 
expected things lo go so weil, 

He has transformed Wycombe 
from a non-league giant with fading 
memories into a Football League 
outi which is respected and 
admired throughout the land. 
Attendances, which had struggled to 
reach the 1,000 mark before Martin 
arrived, are now regularly five times 
that figure.

With this side of the pround 
standing high above the town, the 
main stand seemed especially tall. 

Ad etther end, the tenaces are 
shaped around the compressed 
oval-shape of the turf, it once hav- 
ing been surrounded by a track. 

Occupying a 14-acre site, the 
ground would make a perfect site 
fora modern multisports stadium. 

As long as the town’s Rugby 
League side continues, however, 
tg attract the main sporting focus 
of the area, there remains little 
chance of any real work being 
effected al Springfield Park. 

One ground certainly unique is 
the County Ground at Northamp- 
ton. This is generally unpopular 
with the players due to a) the state 
of the playing surface, and b) the 
lack of atmosphere. 

These are because the ground is 
shared with Northamptonshire 
County Cricket Club and is thus 


the only three-sided football 
ground in the league. The football 
area is used as a car park during 
cricket matches and bored chil- 
dren play in the goalmouths! 

It is a nightmare for the 
groundsman trying to prepare for 
the football season, and the Cob- 
blers" home fixtures have to be 
arranged to accommodate the 
Cricket County Championship 
schedule, 

The cricket theme continued ai 
Feethams, the home of Darling- 
ton. Here, entering from Victoria 
Road you come first to the cricket 
pitch around whose boundaries 
you Must pass to reach the foot- 
ball ground. 

The cricket club apparently own 
all the land, charging the football 
club a nominal rent. 

I enjoyed returning to Feethams 
as it was here, back in 1983, | 
completed my tour of the then “92 
Football League grounds. 

Riverside locations have 
recently been the fashion with 
trips to Shrewsbury Gay Meadow 
(complete with its cast iron Victo- 
rian turnstiles) and to Fulham's 
Craven Cottage where the famous 
Cottage is one of football’s 
landmarks 

There are plenty of interesting 
venues coming up over the next 
few months.

HOW often has a swift, exciting, 
attacking movement been halted, 
much to the annoyance of the attack- 
ing team's supporters pu perhaps to 
the applause of the defending team's 
Faithful) by the raising of a 
linesman’s flag for “offside” Such 
halts are offen seen as an intrusion 
into the flow of positive play. There 
is Stl much misunderstanding of the 
Offside Law. 

The distinction between what is 
merely an offside position and what 
is, in fact, an offside offence must be 
known by all referees and linesmen, 
but many longtime players af asso- 
ciation football struggle to appreciate 
the essential difference. and that dif- 
ference is so crucial to the correct 
interpretation and application of this 
aspect of the Laws of the Game. 

Law 11 (Offside) defines the off- 
side position very simply: 

=A player is in an offside position 
if he ts nearer to his opponents” goal- 
line than the ball, unless: 

a) he is in his own half of the field of 

play, or 

b) he is not nearer to his opponents" 

goal—line than at least two of his 
_ Opponents.” 

= This confirms emphatically that a 
‘player who is level with the second 

ast opponent (or with the last two 

opponents) is not in an offside 

position.

Dreaded offside rule is there whether 


but then later goes on to relate that 
even if he is in an offside position, he 
still should not be penalised if he 
receives the ball direct from a goal- 
kick, a cormer—kick, or a throw—in! 

You would be forgiven for, there- 
fore, thinking that it is quite difficult 
to be found guilty of the offside 
offence, and that thought would be in 
accord with the desire to not have 
exciting play, culminating in the ball 
entering the goal, being stopped 
unnecessarily. 

so when should play be halted for 
a Valid offside offence? The Law 
spells it out again very clearly. It 
indicates that if, at the moment the 
ball is played by (or touches), one of 
his team, a player, IN THE OPIN- 
ION OF THE REFEREE, interferes 
with play or with an opponent, or 
seeks to gain an advantage from 
being in the offside position, he shall 
be penalised and ONLY if one of 
these conditions is truly the case. 

This is where the experience of ref- 
erecs and linesmen is so important, 
because “imterference’ and ‘secking 
advantage’ must be judged upon very 
carefully. 

Offside must not be judged at the 
moment the player in question 
receives the ball, but rather at the 
moment when it is passed to him by 
one of his own team. A player who is 
not in an offside position when one 
of his colleagues passes the ball to 
him (or takes a free kick) does not, 
therefore, become offside if he moves

To contribute fully to the enjoy- 
ment of all games by spectators and 
players alike, referees and linesmen 
are expected ta co-operate fully to 
consistently apply this Law, so that 
unnecessary halts and unfair punish- 
ments ane avorded. 

Recently, referees have been 
reminted to insist that their Lines- 
man should indicate with the flag 
only for offside offences and lines- 
men themselves have been reminded 
not to raise the flag merely because a 
player is located in an offside posi- 
tion, 

Their roles are not easy ones. They 
have the onerous responsibility of 
deciding quickly and fairly whether a 
player is interfering with play or with 
an Opponent or is seeking to gain an 
advantage, specifically at the precise 
moment the ball is passed to a col- 
league of the attacker. 

They, therefore, have to read the 
pattern of play, follow players move- 
menis and remember the Law's 
requirements, all at the same time. It 
is nol an easy task! However, perhaps 
your reading of these few paragraphs 
Will allow you to be more under- 
standing of the pressures on them in 
the midst of play and also that these 
notes will help you to better under- 
stand the Offside Law itself.

SORRY Sir, bul you are not 
allowed to bring those into the 
ground any more! This may 
have happened [to you 
recently al the ground and you 
may have felt “What's going 
on, ['ve always brought these 
to the ground in the past with 
no problems and anyway, I 
thought we were here to 
watch a friendly game of 
foothall!”. 

Well don’t lose hearl, you 
may have come along to do 
just that. As. you enter the Sta- 
dium, perhaps still cursing the 
person who must have 
labelled you a yobbo — spare a 
thought for the stewards who 
have to carry out the policy. A 
policy which has been care- 
fully framed taking into 
account the tragedies of 
recent times like Hillsborough 
or Bradford. 

If you have “suffered” at 
our hands, then you may have 
cursed the blasted safety 
officer, which you understand 
the club has recently appoint- 
ed, and who you have been 
told has ordered these safety 
measures. Well this article has 
been written by him (or rather 
me, Frank Knowles) in order 
to dispel many of the myths 
or stories which you may 
have heard, including my 
dubious parentage- 

Well 1 can assure you that 
both my parents were happily 
married by the time | was 
born! 

But seriously, there have 
been many changes which the

club has had to adapt to since 
our promotion to the Football 
League. Some of these have 
imposed restrictions on our 
usual fairly light-hearted atti- 
tudes to the staging of a game, 
and in doing so will have raf- 
fled a few feathers. This arti- 
cle is intended to try to 
explain where we are going 
and what we are trying to 
achieve, 

Firstly, the ground. As we 
arë now in the Football 
League we are required to be 
licensed by the County Safety 
Committee (consisting of 
members of the Bucks County 
Council, Fire and Rescue 
Service, Thames Valley 
Police, Two Shires Ambu- 
lance Service Trust (the new 
name for Bucks Ambulance), 
and a Government inspector 
from the Football Licensing 
Authority. 

You will have noticed that

we have changed the layout of 
the barriers in the Hillbottom 
and Walley Stands. This has 
enabled us to offer more room 
to our fans. 

In addition, we have pro- 
vided a separation fence in 
Hillbottom Terrace to allow 
ws the flexibility of offering 
our away supporters sufficient 
room to see the matches when 
they visit us. 

ne of the most often asked 
questions we get is, why have 
you closed off the turnstiles 
when we can all see there is 
plenty of room. It is true that 
there appears to be sufficient 
room for many more people. 
However, we are not allowed 
to let more than 1733 persons 
into the Woodland Stand at 
the moment. This restriction 
has been imposed by the 
Licensing Authority because 
we have no barriers erected in 
this Stand and this currently 







Bureau Service 
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limits us to the 1733 persons. 

You may be interested to 
know that we have applied for 
the installation of barriers in 
this Stand and once permis- 
sion is granted, in the next 
few weeks we will start to put 
in hand the installation of new 
barriers which will allow us to 
provide standing spaces for 
just over 3000 persons. 

We are all aware of the 
popularity of the Woodlands 
Stand and this increase should 
allow many of our supporters 
to always find their favourite 


spat. 

Incidentally, the new small 
building extension at the side 
of the Woodlands Stand ts the 
Match Control Room, and is 
the place where yours truly 
spends the most of cach 
match day, ensuring your 
overall safety. This room has 
connected to it the turnstile 
counters which tell me the 
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MOBILE COMMUNICATIONS 


numbers of persons who have 
entered the ground via the 
various turnstiles. This mech- 
anism is still in its infancy at 
the club, and I would ask you 
to excuse any problems you 
may have suffered being redi- 
rected to another entrance. 
We are all learning and are 
getting better at judging 
crowd densilies on each suc- 
cessive match, 

What aboul the confiscation 
or taking into safe keeping of 
items such as flags on poles, 
or flasks, or bottles, or air 
horns. 

I know that the wast major- 
ity of our fans would not use 
such items as Weapons oT 
bring alcohol into the pom 
(which is strictly forbidden in 
any league football ground) 
but unfortunately some people 
do (and have done this sea- 
son), and they spoil the enjoy- 
ment of the rest of you. This 
is why our stewards and 
police are more involved in 
scarching some fans before 
you enter the ground, If you 
are one of those being 
searched, please be patient, 
we are doing it for the benefit 
of all our fans. 

Still, its not all gloom and 
despondency, and believe me 
I want vou all to enjoy your 
visit to Adams Park and to be 
free to spur on our team to 
even greater victories. I has, 
therefore, been agreed that in 
future, musical instruments 
and such like will not be con- 
fiscated before the match but 
may be freely used to make 
music or noise by the persons 
bringing them into the 


e are here to help you 


ground. However, such free- 
dom must be exercised with 
care for the safety of all our 
fans, and so those fans who 
wish to use such instruments 
in the stadium will need to 
write to me so that I can be 
aware of the persons and 
instruments you wish to use. 
This way you still get to use 
the instruments at a match to 
rally support for our team. 

Cameras seem to be more 
prevalent these days at foot- 
ball grounds, but it is a 
ground rule that only author- 
ised cameras are allowed to 
be used in the ground, and so 
my stewards will be asking 
thase of you who bring a 
camera to the ground, not to 
use it. 

You know we really are 
very lucky at the Wanderers 
to have such a loyal and 
family—based following to 
support our players. It is my 
intention to ensure their safety 
at all times so thal we can 
continue to attract the families 
to our ground, 

One way | hope you have 
found helpful is that I have 
allowed small children to 
stand in the emergency perim- 
eter gates because otherwise 
they cannot see the match 
unless they are held in their 
parents’ arms. 

From my point of view, it 
makes good sense not only in 
encouraging our younger 
fans, but also on the safety 
side should an emergency 
occur, the. smallest children 
would be the first to be onto 
the pitch, and away from any 
danger.
